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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4, 12, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 4, 1 2, and 1 8, it is not clear if what is claimed is that the interworking 
unit includes the call agent function within it? If it is, it is not disclosed. Clarification is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sylvain, 
US 6,819,678. 

Sylvain discloses interworking of dissimilar packet networks for telephony 
communications. 

Regarding claims 1, 9, and 17, Sylvain teaches setting a first connection between 
an edge gateway of a first voice packet network, having voice data of a first format, and 
an interworking unit (the connection between the media gateway (MG) 18 and 
interworking gateway (IWG) 26 in the IP network 14, see Fig. 2, and col. 3, lines 36-44); 
and setting a second connection between an edge gateway of a second voice packet 
network, having voice data of a second format, and the interworking unit (the connection 
between the media gateway (MG) 18 and the interworking gateway (IWG) 26 on the 
ATM network 12, see Fig. 2, and col. 3, lines 36-44), wherein the interworking unit 
provides a conversion function controlled by one of a call agent of the first voice packet 
network or a call agent of the second voice packet network (the conversion function at 
the IWG is controlled by the connection servers 22, see col. 3, lines 64-67, col. 5, lines 
1-6, and lines 48-52. 

Regarding claims 2, 3, 10, and 11, Sylvain teaches converting the voice data of 
the first format to voice data of the second format in the interworking unit, and 
converting the voice data of the second format to voice data of the first format in the 
interworking unit. See Figs. 2 and 4a, and col. 5, lines 48-52. 
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Regarding claims 4, 12, and 18, the limitation is understood as interworking unit 
works with a call agent of a voice packet network, which seems to be the teaching in the 
present specification. Sylvain discloses interworking gateway working together with call 
server CS of a voice packet network (ATM and IP network). 

Regarding claims 5, 6, 13, 14, 19, and 20, Sylvain teaches ATM network and IP 
network, and discusses ATM virtual trunk connections (col. 5, lines 22-26, and 61-62), 
and ATM SVCs (col. 5, lines 34-37). Therefore, it is inherent that the ATM network 
taught by Sylvain is an ATM layer 2 network, and teaches at least a switched virtual 
circuit network. 

Regarding claims 7, 15, and 21, Sylvain teaches that the IP network is capable of 
transporting real time protocol, by the teaching of communicating voice information 
(telephony, Abstract). 

Regarding claims 8, 16, and 22, Sylvain teaches that the interworking unit 
interfaces with a call agent in the voice over internet protocol network (Fig. 2, and col. 4, 
lines 34 ^ col. 5, line 54). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-22 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
